Every time he buys a 
loaf of bread be helps pay the miller's and baker's tax. 
He pays the tax on the house he rents, on the suit of clothes 
he buys, and on everything he purchases, from a package of 
pins to a new dining-room suit. 
He can't escape. 
Taxes 
have a great deal to do with the cost of living. 
The poor 
man pays his share and frequently more, and for that reason 
he should be as greatly interested in reducing the cost ot 
government as his neighbor who goes to the office of the 
assessor and renders property for taxation each year. 
The man who advocates Government aid for various pro­ 
jects, such as highways, irrigation-dams, education and the 
like, or the man who says let the Government buy the pro­ 
ducts of the farm in order to stabilize prices, has to pay his 
share of the expenses. 
The Government gets the money it 
spends, out of the pockets of the people, and no man escapes 
making his regular contribution. 
A proposition to have the 
Government pay half of the expenses in constructing a high­ 
way through the county is attractive, but every taxpayer in 
that county is contributing to the cost of building highways 
across the counties in all the other states in the Union. 
In 
the end, he is not as well off as he would have been had he 
paid for his own road and not been forced to pay for road? 
in other counties. 
Government aid is a swindle. 
It is another way devised 
to create more fat for office seekers and to fasten upon the 
States and counties of which they are composed, the power 
of the Government at Washington. 
The bait, is attractive, 
but it conceals a barbed 
hook. 
However, 
our 
politician? 
generally have swallowed the bait, hook and all, and we have 
fastened upon us a policy of paternalism which will be hard 
to shake off. 
We accept our share of Government aid because 
we have to pay for the tax tor somebody else, and nothing 
is to be gained and much to be lost by refusing. 
The only 
way the people can be relieved of this extra burden is to dis­ 
continue the practice altogether.—Farm and Ranch.

Johnston county line, was let Satur­

He was re-elect­ 
ed to the 68th Congress. 
He is 
unmarried. 
■In 1916, lie had the backing of 
a solid Ohio delegation at the Chi­ 
cago convention for the Republican 
presidental nomination. 
Burton is a member of the Amer­ 
ican debt funding commission ap­ 
pointed by President Harding, a 
member of the executive committee 
of 
the 
inter-parliamentary 
union 
and was a member some years ago 
of the national monetary commis­ 
sion, created by Congress. 
He is an 
authority 
on 
finance 
and 
author 
of several books and a classical 
scholar. 
One of the foremost orators in 
Congress, he is regarded by polit­ 
icians as an ideal “keynoter”. His 
voice is strong and resonant and has 
been a consistent supporter of Presi­ 
dents Harding and Coolidge.

(By the A— rte ted Prest) 
BOSTON, June 6.—That the news 
paper is the most effective medium 
for advertising in the foreign trade 
field, was the opinion expressed by 
Paul C. Mahoney, Director of For­ 
eign sales, Wahl Company, of New 
York, during the advertising session 
today of the Eleventh National For­ 
eign Trade Convention. 
This session, which w'as held in 
connection 
with the national ad- 
vertising 
organization, 
under 
the 
chairmanship of Edward N. Hurley, 
of Chicago, formerly head of the 
Shipping 
Board, 
was 
devoted 
through advertising campaigns, and 
the handling of appropriations. 
Mr. 
Mahoney pointed out that 
while there is a great deal of theor­ 
izing in connection witty foreign ad­ 
vertising, with a tendency to pile 
up overhead charges, it is rather a 
simple matter. 
He said that advertising had as 
its main objective the promotion of 
general good will and through that 
good will to make sales to a for* 
eign 
public. 
“In 
most cases the 
newspaper will be the backbone of 
tie campaign,” he said. In no coun­ 
try abroad does the magazine or 
periodical 
approach 
the effective­ 
ness of this for mot advertising, as 
at home.” 
In connection with dealers’ helps, 
Mr. Mahony pointed out that waste 
is perhaps the biggest item of ex­ 
pense in the supplying of advertis­ 
ing material for use abroad, and 
that tons of it end in waste pile, 
or as packing material.
